HO WHAT 18 PROVED? 
Taxation shares with money the reputation of a 
subject too complex to bo understood by ordinary 
minds and too complex to be ugre*ed upon by extra­ 
ordinary minds. 
Tlie Roosevelt administration's new 
tax bill provides an exam ple of complexity at Its 
worst. 
Ordinary minds don’t 
understand 
the 
bill, and 
■ xtraordinary minds don't agree on it. 
One fact, 
seemingly only one, is plain. 
The bill and the think­ 
ing behind it are both muddled and obscure. 
If the 
bill were to be enacted immediately, it would be years 
before the lawyers, the accountants and the bureau­ 
crats could figure out what it meant. 
So what is proved? 
Chiefly, the point made clear 
by the proposa ls brief history since I’resident Roose­ 
velt subm itted it eaily in March is tha t the govern­ 
ment of the United Sta tes lacks a satisfactory method 
of preparing tax legtslattoiT, 
n ie Rooe* velt a dmin­ 
istration, which has a predilection for hasty, ha lf- 
baked proposals dealing with intricate subjects, has 
emphasized a defect of long standing. 
Inability to deal satisfactorily with taxa tion is the 
downfall of governments. Americans, confused and 
distracted by an exhibition of tax bill framing which 
shrieks warnings of muddled thinking and frantic 
acting, may conclude with good reason tha t there 
is cause to be alarmed over the general as well as 
Ule specific effects of the la test effort to obtain for 
government a greater share of their money. Not only 
are the terms of the bill uncertain, but also the ability 
of the federal government to prepare any bill which 
would Like p r o p e r account of the rights and neces­ 
sities of those- affected by it.

It is gratifying to learn that five of them at 
least will be able L> get away thus summer for a 
J unket to Alaska, where they will investigate reports 
of injustices against na tive Indians.

Donohey, no expert 
on Indians, perhaps, but certainly a m a n qualified to 
represent the government of tlie United Sta tes before 
dissatisfied natives of the territory. 
He will go to 
them, as he has gone to his own constituents so 
many times, as on« - of the world's m ost vigorous ex­ 
ponents of honesty. 
Against the senator's departure ts it too much to 
hope tha t he will cause to be prepared for distribution 
among Alaskan Indians his famous recipe for sugar 
cured hams? 
Alaska, during most of the year, is a 
dreary place. 
Perhaps Sen. Donnhey a nd his Indian 
affairs committee brothers will not be able to leave 
it much better than they found it. 
The least they 
can do is to give tlie na tives the benefit of the qual­ 
ities which enabled them to be elected to the senate. 
In the case of Sen. Donaiiey, that means Uie value 
of honesty and the best recipe in Tuscarawas county 
for sugar cured hams.
